We are in 
the midst nf n World Conflict In which every 
principlè ot Truth nnd Justice, every principle 
and Ideal ot the Chrlslian neliglon, every prin- 
ciple of free and civilized life la assailed anU 
threatened, 

Itt such a situation II Is useless lo declare, 
as our ultra pacifists do, that because War Is 
*vll we will have nothing to do with any War, 
Such declarations are in fact worse llian use- 
less, they arr grHvely liRrmfnl. Iliey liold up n 
wrong and inlslakcn !i|p;i of Clui.ïilan Duly, 
thty are morally coiiCiising aiul mislnading, 
and they play directly hilo Ihc hniida ot llio 
Aggressors and the War Makers, na some 
Countries are now seolng lo llicir tragic cost. 
If wr are to h;ive r wiiilil In which men can 
liNT in pcit'c, Riul willuiul fear, those laws ami 
principles niusi be upheld upon which alone 
peace and freedom can cxisi. 

Few of us, I think, rnn he so blind as lo 
Imagine tli,il tin,* World Cniifllit ta » .ïlriiKRin 
In which our Nation is not diieelly concerned. 
None o( Us, hs Christian niul Americans, can 
be wllllni to sec this world ruled by Ihc forccv 
and the principle.^ of Nazism or of Russian 
Communism. We all Unow llial lliern lias been 
wrong doing in tlie pn.^t in which wo and all 
the Nations liad our p.irl. we ,t11 know that 
there have been, and arc, inequitable inter- 
national conditions which must be righted, but 
any who say that in this conflict both sides 
are equally guilty arc indeed morally blind 
and arc themselves gullly of most grave In- 
justice. 

Wc sec the world now thrcalcned by a 
Despotism such as has never before been 
known. We all know that this Despotism stands 
for. for we h.ivo .<!on tliis in il."! deeds. 

It is a Despot i.sni which destroys the very 
principles of Justice and Liberty; which ruth- 
lesly attacks and overruns smaller nations and 
claims to do this for their "protection"; which 
crushes all oppo.-;ition to its rule by the "purge" 
and the concentration c.imp; which drives in- 
nocent men .md women from home and 
country to -seek a-^ylum wherever they may as 
refugees; which stands for rule by brutal and 
naked force not only over the bodies but over 
the minds and thoughts and souls of men. And 
it has now added the further infamy of its at- 
tack upon the peaceful people of Holland, Bel- 
gium and Lu.\emburg. .No one can read the 
proclamation of Queen Wilhelmina without 
feeling its nobility, its pathos, and its Justice, 
nor without feeling the deep iniquity, the un- 
speakable wickedness, of this invasion bring- 
ing death and agony and terror to people who 
have asked only to live in peace and have 
given no offence. 

In such a situation, can any Christian, or 
any American, be neutral? In such a situation, 
is our entire moral duty covered by the phrase 
'Keep America Out of War"? 

We all abhor the very thought of War, None 
of us want to sec our Country eiiRaged in War. 

But in thi.s .-ituaiion I hold that we owe 
our fulle.n help at once, both moral and miiter- 
ial, to those who arc fighting for the right of 
the Democratic Nations, large or small, to live. 
I hold that It is the duty of our gre.nt Nation 
to let the whole world know where we stand 
and to give immediately our utmost assistance 
to those who are struggling, at untold cosi, to 
uphold thé principles of human life for which 
our Nation stands, and upon which Christian 
Civiliiitlon and al Ifhal we hold most sacred 
depend. 

What further may be required of us no 
man can now say. But in this day of World 
Tragèdy and World Crisis our prayer must be 
not merely that we may be kept safe, not 
merely that we may be spdied from the hor- 
rors of War, but that Justice and Liberty may 
be preserved in this world and that as a Nation 
we may be given vision to see, and strength lo 
do, whatever is right. 

I should like lo see one of Ihe Candiitdlos 
for Ihe Presidency of our Country come for- 
ward and lake his aland clearly on Ihia plal* 
form. 

God grant that this frighlfiil conflict may 
speedily be ended, and that il may be so ended 
thai Justice, Highl, and I^lierly, may be up- 
held, for Ihe iakp. of all llir NhIioiis, for Ihe 
«ake of our own land, and for the sake of all 
that is high and sacred in human life.

TOOAt'g COLLEGE 
GRADUATE 18 GOOD EECRUIT 
FOR BUSINESS 

Washington. November 15.— To- 
day's college graduate is a better 
recruit for business than was his 
father, declared George R. Beach, 
jr., personnel manager et the du 
Pont Company, in addressing a 
meeting ot the Association of Land 
Grant Colleges and Universities 
here this afternoon. Beach assert- 
ed that, "intellectually and tem- 
peramentally, he surpasses his pre- 
decessors." 

Beach named four specifications 
most desired by industry in its 
college recruits: High academic 
standing, participation in extra- 
curricular activities, good appear- 
ance and an adaptable teippera- 
ment. 

"The first ot these," said Beach, 
' is academic standing. There is no 
begging the tact that a student 
attends college primarily to obtain 
an education. Whether he has suc- 
ceeded in Ihia purpose li indicated 
by his marks. Moreover, experi- 
ence shows conclusively that a 
higher proportion ot successful 
men will mature from the top 
quarter ot a class than from the 
fourth quarter. 

'The rating in extra-curricular 
activities also is based on the stu- 
dent's record. It takes into ac- 
count activities toward self-sup- 
port as well as participation in 
athletics and other phases of cam- 
pus life. 

"We find a man's appearance 
foreshadows the quality of his work 
after graduation. Sloppy appear- 
ance and eccentricities in dress 
serve only as barriers in hli 
relations with fellow employees. 
The flapping galoshes and better- 
ed felt hat happily are becoming as 
obsolete as the industrial foreman 
who bosses rather than leadi his 
men. 

Fourth Qualification. 

"The fourth basic qualification 
is suitability for industrial em- 
ployment. Sometimes this qualifi- 
cation is contused with the much 
abused word 'personality.' All of 
us have met individuals whose per- 
sonalities appealed to us but whom 
we could n6t imagine fitting into 
our own organlution. In describ- 
ing thé intangible H seems desir- 
able to substitute the phrase, 'auit-

ability for industrial employment.' 

"To develop Information on which 
to base a decision on this one point, 
the interviewer should consider the 
internal situations of his o^*n com- 
pany. There arc any number of 
men who arc making a success in 
lite but who arc primarily Indiv- 
idualistic. They are primarily suit- 
ed to a small organization while 
there arc others who arc tempera- 
mentally suited lo the large indus- 
trial companies." 

Beach emphasized the rising im- 
portance ot technological training 
as a foundation for an industrial 
career. Wc arc turning, he said, to 
men with chemistry and chemical 
engineering as a basis upon which 
to build our leadership. It is recog- 
nized today, more than at any tim.c 
in the past, that the technically 
trained man is needed no*, alone in 
research or design but in produc- 
tion and sales. His success can be 
as great in the latter as in the for- 
mer and with full employment o£ 
the education he has received. 

"One of the miscoiiceptions 
among undergraduates and often 
among faculty members is the idea 
that production and sales work arc 
routine and that only research and 
development provide varied and in- 
teresting problems. Thit- reason is 
frequently advanced as an objection 
against entering production or sales. 
Actually as these phases exist today, 
they offer problems that challenge 
the keenest ot minds. A man who 
has advanced beyond the routine 
atage in production has an oppor- 
tunity to call on all phases ot his 
college training, as well as his 
knowledge of human nature and his 
information concerning the indus- 
trial world in which he lives. 
Diverse Problem 

"In looking about you at men 
who have made their mark in in- 
dustry, particularly, in the produc- 
tion and sales phases, I think it is 
a fair assumption to say that indi- 
viduals ot their caliber would not 
be attracted to those branches of 
industry, were it not for the diver- 
sity of the problems which it offers. 
The prime problem ot all of these 
is, ot course, the human one and it 
seems to me that, this challenge ot 
the human problem is what inter- 
ests this gr()up of men and brings 
out their best efforts." 

Beach also spoke of the college 
man's transition from the compar- 
atively well-scheduled school life to 
industry. "The inescapable tact re- 
mains," he said, "that industry.'docs 
not graduate its top executives 
every four year^. This comes as a 
distinct surprise to the average col- 
lege graduate. It is difficult for him 
to understand that he is being em- 
ployed to develop into an executive 
over a period ot time; that there 
are no fixed climax points such as 
midyear examinations, promotion 
from class to class and the other 
way-stations of educational life in 
industry. 

"You in education can greatly 
assist in preparing men tor this 
period ot seemingly slow progress 
and its inevitable routine, which 
more than one of them will con- 
clude, with a great deal of factual 
proof, could be done as satisfactor- 
ily by the non-college man. It wc 
can get a young man over this 
period of 'Sophomore Blues', his 
assimilation in the industry is vir- 
tually assured."
